The following Act, passed by the Governor 
General of Judia in Couneil, on the loth July 
1852, is hereby promulgated for general informa- 
tion; : 

Acr No. XXX. o- 1852. 
An Act for the Naturalization of Aliens. 


Wnuereas it is expedient to provide for the 
Naturalization of Ahens resident ino the Territo- 
ries under the Government of the Must India 
Company, It is enacted as follows:— 

I. Any person whilst actually residing in any 
part of the territories under the Government of 
the East India Company mey present a memo- 
rial to Government, praying that the privileges of 
Naturalization may be conferred upou him. 

II. Such memorial shall state to the best of 
the knowledge and belief of the memorialist, his 
age, place of birth, place of residence, profession, 
trade or occupation, the length of time during 
which he has resided within the sid territories, 
that he is settled in the said territories or is 
residing within the same with intent to settle 
therein, and any other particulars which the Go- 
vernment may require to be stated therein, and 
such memortal shajl be in writing and signed 
by the memorialist, and accompanied by an afli- 
davit sworn by bin verifying the truth of the 
statements contained ther. im. 


Ill. ‘Phe memorial shall be considered by the 
Government to whom it) shall be prescated, wha 
shall inquire into the circumstances of the ease, 
and may require such evidence cither by affida- 
vit or otherwise as they may deem = proper in 
addition to the before-mentioned affidavit: of the 
memorialist to prove the trath of the statements 
contained in such memortal. 


IV. The Government may. if they shall think 
fit, issne a certificate in writteg reciting such of 
the contents of the memorial as they may consi- 
_ der to be true and material, and granting to the 
‘ememortalist all the rights, privileges and capaci 
ties of Naturalization ander this Act, except such 
rights, privileges or capacities, if any, as may be 
apecially excepted in such certificate. 

V. The certificate shall be delivered to the 
memorialist; and a copy or dupheate thereof, 
together with the memorial upon which the same 
shall be obtained, and any Affidavit, which may 
accompany such memorial or be produced in 
support thereof, shall be filed by the Secretary to 
the Government, or such other officer as the 
Government may direct; and such Secretary or 
officer shall kecp an alphabetical list of all per- 
sons who may be naturalized by such Government. 


VI. Ff any material statement contained in 
such memorial shall be false, the Government 
may, if they think fit, by an order in writing, de- 
clare the certificate issued upon such memorial 
to be null and void to all intents and purposes, 
except such ptrposcs, if any, as’ may be special 
excepted in such order; and from and after such 
‘rder all the rights, privileges and capacities de- 
rived- through such certificate shall cease to exist, 


« VII. Such fees shall be payable in respect of 
the proceeding§ hereby authorized as shall be 
fixed by*the Government. 


VIET. Upon obtaining such certificate, and 
taking and subscribing the oath as hereinafter, 
prescribed, the memorialist shall within the said 
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Territories under the Government of the East 
India Company be deemed a natural born subject 
of Her Majesty as if he had been born within the 
suid territories, and shall be entifled within the 
said tergitories to all the rights, privileges und 
capacities of a subject of Ter Majesty born with- 
in the said territories, except such rights, privi- 
leges and capacities, if any, as may be specially 
excepted in such certificate. 

1X. Nothing in this Act contained shall be 
construed so as to deprive the Courts af the Mast 
India Company of jurisdiction over any such 
naturalized person, or to give to the Courts of 
Her Majesty any jurisdiction over any such per- 
son not otherwise subject to such jurisdiction. 

X. Within sixty days from the day of the 
date of such certificate the memorialist named 
in such certificate shall take and subscribe the 
outh contained in the Schedule annexed to this 
Act, 


XI. Such oath, as well as any other oath or 
affidavit required by ¢this Act, may be adminis- 
tered by any Magistrate or Justice of the 
Peace within the limits of his jurisdiction, or 
by any other person to be appointed for that 
purpose by Government, and the person who 
shall administer the oath fnentioned in’ the 


Sehedule to this Aet annexed shall grant to the 
memorialist a certificate in writing of his having 
taken and Subscribed such oath, and of the date 
of his teking and subscribing the same, and shall 
forward to the Government the oath so taken 
and subscribed tagether with a duplicate of such 
certificate, which oath and duplicate certificate 
shall be filed and kept with the nemortku. 

NU. The word * Government’? in this Act 
shall be deemed to mean the person or persons 
for the time being lawfully entitled to administer 
the executive Government in that part of the said 
territories in Whieh the meimorialist shall reside 
at the time of presenting such memorial The 
word ¢ Magistrate’ shall inclide any person 
lan fally exercise g the powers of a Mavisteate, 
and words denoting the masculine gender shall 
include the feminine, 

XI. In every case in which the word 
“oath? or cvoathidavit’? is used in this Act, in 
afiirmation to the same effect as the oath or affh- 
davit required shall be sufficient in cases where 
the person required to make sach oath or ath- 
davit shall be a person allowed by law to affirm 
in civil cases, and in every such case such affir- 
mation shall be made before the person authoriz- 
ed to administer the oath, and the word “ oath”? 
or affidavit wherever used in this Act shall in- 
clude such affirmation.

V. The following “ rules for the examination 
of candidates for insertion in the list directed to 
be annually furnished to Government, by the 
notification of the Governor General, dated 10th 
Ogpober, 1844,” are republished for general in- 
formation :-— . 


1. No one shall be allowed to become a candidate for 
insertion in the annual returns, who is less than ]8 or more 
than 20 years of age, and who is not at the time a student 
either of a Government College or of a private Institution 
recogmsed by the Council of Education, All eompetitors 
must likewise produce satisfactory proofs of good moral 


character. ‘ 


2. Every candidate, whether he belong to a Govern- 
ment College or a private Institution, shall be required to 
undergo the usual annual examination for senior English 
scholarships, a Latin being substited for a Vernacular 
Essay, at the option of each candidate. 


3. There shall be two classes of merit: the first shall 
comprehend all who are in the last year of a senior scho- 
larship, or who, though not actually in the last year, would 
be so, if there had been a vacant scholarship at the time 
when they first became eligible for one; or have been 
engaged for ten years in the study of Enghsh at a private 
Institution, aud who obtain at lenst three-fourths of the 
number of marks allowed in each subject. ‘Phe second 
class shall include all other candidates, who obtain at Jeast 
half of the number of marks allowed for complete answers 
in each subject contained in the senior English scholarship 
standard. 

4, The place of each successful competitor in his class 
shall be determined by the relative merit of Ins exami- 
nation. 

5. Every candidate for insertion in the Conncil’s list 
shall pay a registration fee of Co.’s Rs. 5, prior to being 
allowed to compete at the examiuation. 


6. <A student who shall fail to prove himself qualified 
for insertion in the Council’s list, shall not be permitted to 
present himself for examination more than three tunes, 
pre-paying on each occasion the usual registration free. 


7. A-candidate whose name shall once have appeared 
in the return, shall not be allowed to compete agam with 
a view to obtain a higher class. 

8. All Candidates, whether from Government or pri- 
vate Institutions, must distinctly understand, that insertion 
in the returns will by no means be a sure passport to 
employment, since the preference must depend upon other 
qualificxtions, as well as upon literary and scientific acquire- 
ments and good moral conduct. 

9. The following is the system of examination adopted : 

Sets of questions in the various branches of study will 
be prepared under the direction of the Council of Educa- 


tion, who will likewise fix, within a reasonable time before- 


hand, the days on which the examinations shall be held. 


The students shall be assembled in a room, without 
Potke, , or séferenoce of any kind. They shall not 
be alktered to communicate with each other during the 
examination, and on that account shall be placed at a pro- 
per dist from each other. 

» They-will be required to answer the questions and to 
write the $ssays without any assistance whatever, and to 
ensure thip, one of the Members of the Council of Educa- 
tion will remain in the rqom and supetinténd the whole 
examination, , 

Any attempt of, or practice of, unfair means, shall sub- 
ject the offender to exelysion from the examination, as well 
a6 from the returns of the Co i, and will''be deemed to 
render him ineligible for Government employment. 


The Exatminote will fix an uniform standard of value for 
each question according to itaimportance ; a perfectly cor- 
rect and complete answer will obtain the full number of 


marks attached to the question, an imperfect answer will 


obtain a part only of the full number, in proportion to ap- 
proximation to correctmess and corepleteness. At least 
50 per cent. of the aggregate numbor of marks attached to 
an entire set of examination questions, will be necessary 
to entitle a student to a senior scholarship.

Act No. XXX. or 1852. 
An Act for the Naturaiszation of Aliens. 


Whereas it is expedient to provide for the 
Naturalization gf Aliens resident in the Territo- 
nes under the Government of the ast India 
Cumpany, It is enacted as follows :— 


I. Any perron whilst actually residing in any 
part of the territuries under the Government of 
the East India Company mey present a menre- 
rial to Government, praying that the privileges of 
Naturalization may be conferred upon him. 


Ii. - Such memorial shall state to the best of 
the knowledge and belief of the memoriulist, his 
age, place of birth, place of readence, profession, 
trade or ogeupation, the length of time during 
which he has resided within the said territories, 
that be is settled in the said territuries or is 
residing within the same with tutent to settle 
thereifi, and any other particulars which the Go- 
vernment may require to be stated therein, and 
such memorial shall be in writing and signed 
by the memoriulist, and accompanied by an w#fi- 
davit sworn ‘by him, verifying the truth of the 
statements contained therein. 


I, The memorial shail be considered! by the

The following revised Rules relative to the accom- 
modation of individuals proceeding to the Sand- 
heads or down the River, on board any of the 
Hon’bie Company’s Pilot Vessels, having been 
sanctioned by Government, are published for 
general information :— 


lst.—Officers, Civil or Military, when ordered 
to proceed on duty on board Pilot Vessels, are t 
notify the same to the Master Attendant. In 
cases where persons, whether pulflic officers or 
private liduas are desirous of proceeding on 
hoard a Pilot Vessel for the benefit of their 
health, application is to be made as above stated, 
accompanied by a Medical Certificate. Indivi- 
duals, both in the service and out of it, who may 
wish to go on board a Pilot Vessel for purposes 
unconnected with duty or health, are to make 
application to the Superintendent of Marine. 
Officers in command of Pilot Vessels are on no

Qud.—Lndividuals proceeding on board Pilot 
Vessels, under any of the circumatances stated 
above, are entitled to occupy the port half of the 
after accommodation, free of other charge than 
that of mess or table-money hereafter specified, 
It must be understood that in all cases, when in 
conformity with these orders, the port cabin has 
been assigned to any Lady or Gentleman, no 
one can claim a share of such accommedation 
while the party oy whom it was first engaged re 
mains on board. Other parties, either in or out 
of the service, permitted to go on board, can only 
have such accommodation as the dining cabin 
affords, unless the Pilot in charge should let any 
of them have the use of his, the stagboard cabin.

Porter that will be required for their ‘Canteens

3. All applications for cariage are to be 
made on written Indent, countersigned by the 
Officer Commanding the Corps, where the car- 
riage is urgently required by a detachment, how- 
ever small, or by individuals marching through 
the country, still the requisition must be made 
in writing and signed by the responsible Officer 
niaking the requisition. The Oil Officers of 
Government are strictly prohibited, under any 
circumetances, from furnishing carriage on verbal 
orders, either communicated directly, or through 
a servant or other subordinate.

1. No one shall be allowed to become a candidate for 
insertion in the annual returns, who 1s legs than 18 or more 
than 20 years of age, and who is not at the time a stndeut 
either of a Goverment College or of a private Institution 
recoguised by the Council of Education. All competitors 
must likewise producc satisfactory proofs of good moral 
character. 


2. Every: candidate, whether he belong to a Govern- 
ment College or a private Institution, shall be required to 
undergo the usual annual examination for senior English 
acholarships, a Latin being substituted for a Vernacular 
Essay, at the option of cach candidate. 


8. There shall be ¢wo clagses of merit ; the first shall 
comprehend all who are in the last year of a senior scho- 
larahip, or who, though not actually in the last year, would 
be so, if there had been a vacant scholarship at the time 
when they first became eligible for one; or have been 
engaged for ten years in the study of English at a private 


Institution, and who obtain at least three-fourths of the 
nuinber of marks allowed in each subject. The second 
class shall include all other candidates, who obtain at least 
half of the number of marks allowed for complete answers 
in each subject contained in the senior English scholarship 
standard, 

4, Tha place of each auccessful competitor in his class 
shall be determined by the relative merit of his exami- 
nation.

5. Kvery candidate for insertion m the Council’s list 
shall pay a registration fee of Co.’s Rs. 5, prior to being 
allowed to compete at the examination, 


6. <A student who shal] fail to prove himself qualified 
for insertion in the Council’s list, shall not be permitted to 
present himsclf for examination mere than three times, 
pre-paying on each occasion the usual registration free. 

7. A canridate whose name shall once have appeared 
in the return, shall not be allowed to coinpete again with 
a view to obtain a higher class. 


8. All Candidates, whether from Government or pri- 
vate Institutions, must distinctly understand, that insertion. 
in the returns will by no means be a sure passport to 
employment, since the preference must depend upon other 
qualifications, as well as upon literary and scientific acquire- 
ments and good moral conduct, 

9. The following is the system of examination adopted : 

Sets of questions in the various branches of study will 
be prepared under the direction of the Council of Educa- 
tion, che Will likewise fix, within a reasonable time before- 
hand, the days on which the examinations shall be held. 

The students shall be assembled im a room, without 
books, papers, or references of any kind. ‘They shall not 
be allowed to commanicate with each other during the 
examination, and ov that account shall be placed at a pro- 
per distance from each other. 


They will be required to answer the questions and to 
write the Essays without any assistance whatever, and to 
ensure this, one of the Members of the Council of Teduea- 
tion will retpain in the room and superimtend the whole 
cxammation. 


Any attempt at, or practice of, unfair means, shall sub- 
ject the offender to exclusion from the examimation, as well 
as from the returns of the Council, and will be deemed to 
render hin ineligible for Government employment. 


The Examiners will fix an uniform standard of valac for 
each question according to its importance ; a perfectly cor- 
rect and complete answer will obtain the full number of 
marks attached to the question, an imperfect answer will 
obtain a part only of the fall number, m_ proportion to ap- 
proximation to correctness and completeness, At least 
50 per cent. of the ageregate number of marks attached to 
an entire set of examimation questions, will be necessary 
to entitle a student to a senior scholarship. 


VI. The scholarship questions, with the moat 
distinguished answers in English Literature, His- 
tory, and the best Easays, will be published for 
general information and distribution, ag soon as 
practicable after the receipt of the reports. 


Very distinguished answers from out-candi- 
dates will also be published.

No. 486 of 1852.—The Most Noble the Governor General of India in Council is pleased to 
publish the following rules for registry of recruits in Bengal, in the North Western Provinces, and 
in the Punjaub : ‘ 

1, On recruiting parties entering a district, the native commissioned or non-commiasioned 
officer commanding the party, will wait on the civil authority,cand request his assistance, should he 


deem it necessary, in procuring recruits for his regiment. 

2. The district officer, on receiving any such requisition, will adopt all necessary measures for 
fucKmting the enliatment of recruits, and will direct his tetseeldars or other subordinate officers to 
give such assistance to recruiting officers ae may be requisite. 

3. Each recruit, after enlistment, should first be taken to the tehseeldar, in whose jurisdiction 
the village he belongs to is situated, in order that the tehseeldar may inquire and verify that his 
name, caste, parentage and residence has been truly stated. These lists with the tehsecldar’s 
signature will be shown to the district, officers: before leaving the district, that he may satisfy himself 


and record that the returns are tormal and correct. 
%. A nominal roll made out in the annexed form* will then he prepared by the district 
officer and handed to the recruiting party, for delivery to his commanding

officer. 
5. After the recruits’ arrival at regimental head-quarters, and there being approved of by their 
commanding @fficer, and finally passed into the Service, it will be the duty of the adjutant of the 


Corps to prepare monthly, on the Ist day of each month, or a3 soon after as practicable, complete 
returnst of al recruits enlisted during the month, for transmission to ecom- 


hn ‘i % . * . . . . . . 
eee missioners, who will distribute them to thei district officers. These 
returns should be made out in exact aecordance with the regimental register, one copy for each 
district, but including only the names of the recruits belonging to the district for which the return 


is intended. 
G6. In all cases where the recruits have been examined by district officers, and a nominal 


roll of them furnished to regimental head-quarters, one copy of the return above ordered will 
suffice ; but in cases where the recruits have been enlisted at regimental head-quarters, and the 
correctness of their descriptive roll, as regards caste, residence, &c., has not been verified by the 
Jocal officer, then the return might be forwarded in dupheate ; one copy for registry in the 
district office, and the other fer the purpose of being verified and returned by the civil authority. 

7. The returns on their reaching the district officer, for whom they are intended, will be 
scompared with the office copies of the nominal rolls supphed to the recruiting parties, and if found 
‘correct, will be filed in the local register of the recruits supphed by the district to each individual 

, regiment, These monthly returns should be bound up annually; those of each regiment. being 
placed consecutively from the Ist to the 74th, and so on, for the local corps, and if deemed neces- 
sary, the cavalry and artillery. 

8. To enable the local offieers to correct their registers, and also to prevent men, once dis- 

: missed for crime. from enlisting again, a casualty listf shonld accompany 
pee nore Oe each monthly return, and from this the local officers should insert in their 


registers the date and cause of the casualty. : 
9. A vernacular copy of the register to be kept in every district office, and to be corrected 


monthly as regards casualties, in the same manner us the english register.
